Engineer of Westhound Freight Un-
able to Tell When He Had
Reached Moscow, Where the
Exira Wna te Pass Hin Train.

DES MOINES, Nov. 18.—(8pecial Tele-
gram.)—Because of the extramely heavy
fogs which covered the euastern part of
lowa today, four tralns were mixed up In a
wreck near Moscow. A brakeman was killed
and about twenty persons injured, some
seriously and others only slightly. A Dav-
enport dlspatch gives the following casual-
ties:

Traln No. 98, a freight, was coming west
and bad orders to met an extra frelght at
Moscow. The extra freight was at Moscow,
but the fog was so heavy that the englneer
of the westbound freight did not know he
was reaching tho place where the extra
was walting, He soon discovered that he
was nearing the place, but before the train
could be stopped it had collided with the
oxtra. Brakeman Donahus was on top of
the cars of frelght No. 09 and had com-
menced to climb down between the cars
on neariog Moscow, to turn the &witch,
which the train should have stopped for
when the wreck ocourred and he was
crushed belween the cars.

The engine and flve carm of the west-
tounq freight were ditched and the engine
and three cars of the extra suffered a like
fate. Engineer Hibbasd ¢y  No. 90 was
slightly Injured. Other trainmen on theee
tralng aro said to be more or less injured.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The Btale de-
partment has published a report of the
Yritish forelgn oMee In regard to the com-
merce of Howah in 1897, from which It ap-
pears that of the tolal imports of (he is-
Jaud i the United Statea coutributed 76.9 per
cent, Great Britaln, Capada and the colonies
together 11.8b por cent, the balance belng
distributea about egually between Germany,
Chiua, Japar and other countries,

Of the exporis, 90.62 per cent went tlo
the United Btates, sugar rspresenting 96
per cent of the total, Apart from sugar the
chief articles of export were rice, hides,
akins, wool, coffee and frulits,

The value of the imports Into Hawall
in 1897 was 88,871,041, an increase of $1,-
€79,877 over 1886; and the value of the ex-
ports Is $16,051.505, a galn of $508,428,

The Increase In Iimports was especially
marked In the case of provisionm, wearing
apparel, hardware, sgricultural Implements
and machinery. The increase In exporis was
due maluly to an Increared output of sugar,
&l of which went to the United States.

It alse appears from the report that io
cotton goods the United States already has
& large proportion of the trade and a mo-
nopoly of boots and shoes, felt hats and the
better olass of straw hate.

“The sugar lndustry of the islands," says
‘the rerwrt, “proapered in 1807, all of the
plantations paying dividends. Intelligent
systoms of cultivation are lo vogue. An as-
woclation of sugar paMmters has been formed
and it has established a laboratory and ex-
perimental stations, from which much ben-
efit hae been recelved. The cultivation of
coffes |8 extending, but up to the present
time no large estates have been opened, the
area planted being made up of a number
of small holdings. In addition, there Is a
fair area of wha! s known as wild ¢ flee
that is, coffee which has not been sclentific-
ally planted or subjected to the mare ap-
proved methods of pruning, ete.,, but which
has been allowed to grow almost eotirely
wild. The export of coffee In 1897 was 337,-
158 pounds, or nearly double that of 1806."

PORTO RICO ON THE CARPET

Cabinet Inguires Whether Alleged
Disorder Exinta In that
Island,

WASBHINGTON, Nov. 15~The cabinet
sesslon today was devoted to a large ex-
tent to conslderation of complaints that
Lave reached the War department that a
slate of practical anarchy prevalls in Porto
Rico, ‘These complaints asserted that the
lawless elements in Porto Rico are com-
mitiing depredations of the gravest charac-
ter and that the seriousness of the situ-
atlon 18 Increased by reason of the [fact
that United States troops statloned in  the
lslund likewise have heen gullty of gross
misconduct. The cabinet took cognizance
of the reports and on adjournment Secre-
tary Alger at the Instance of the presl-
dent cabled General Brooke, Inquiring as
to the accuracy of the complaints,

During the meeting It was learned that
a long digpatch from the American peace
commisigoners at Parls waa in process ol
transiation at the State department. It {=
gathered from the few paragraphs so far
deciphered that the dispatch relates en-
tirely to the presentaticn of the Spanish
case made on Wednesday Iast, and con-
tains nelthor new nor sensatlonal facts.

The question of opening & port on the
western or southwestern coast of Cuba was
also under discusclon. It appears from In-
formation just recelved that there are ap-
proximately 30,000 8panish troops near Clen.
fuegos, which it was Intended to occupy
first, and this fact may necessitate the se-
lection of another port. Clenfuegos was re-
garded ns a particularly desirable port as
from it a large part of the island could be
reached by 1ail. The Spaniards, It seems are
disposvd to cxacuate Havana earller than
was expected, but it is sald to be probabl
that Clenfuegos will be one of the last of the
large towns they Intend to leave,

The most serlous allegations are against
brigands and lawless elements In the
smaller towns away from the coast. It Is
sald that taking adyantage of the unsettled
state of the country, due to the transfer of
the government from Spaln to the United
States, bands of men have organized for rob-
bery and raplne, burning houses and plan-
tations and levying tribute upon the people
wherever possible. In one case It Is sald
that they made a rald on a small town of
about 15,000 lnhabitants. fifteen miles from
the nearest troops. and burned and de-
sroyed property of considerable value.

General Br oke at San Juan has been in-
structed to uge the full strength of the mill-
tary forces at his command for the suppres
slon of rloting and the restoratiou of pence
and order in the land.

SPANIARDS SQUIRM IN VAIN

Ameriea’s Finul Clnims Will Not Vary
from Thone Advanced
nt First.

WASHINGTON, Nrov. 18.—Ths (wo sew
polnts lald down by the Spanish peace com-
missioners In the answer presented by them
at Wednesday's sesston of the joint ecom-
mission will not be permitted to change the
attitude of the Unlited States commiss.oners
These points were in substance that the
Spaniards could not permit any question to
be raized as to the authority of the Spanish
government to pledge the resources of the
Philippines to meet a loan, and that they
could not permit an accounting of the
method in which the proceds of this loan
had been extended.

There was reason to belleve that the
Spanish purpose is to conceal encrmous de-
faleations by the Spanish officlals who have
governed the Philipplnes since the lasue o!
the lean. The ostensible purpose is to be
able to plead inablility to state what the
“pacific expenditures™ have been on account
of the Philippines, which was all that the
United States propoged to reimburse them
for.

Our government, however, in anticipatior
of some such evasive dealings, has pre-
pared the American commissioners with In-
structions which exacily meet thils case.
They know approximately just about the
value of the Improvements In the Philip-
pinea, having ascertained this from private
but thoroughly reliable sources. Koowing
this, they ean afford to ignore entirely ihe
efforts of the Spanlards to becl ud the facts
and will adopt the slmple expedient of
proferring a lump sum, as many million
dollars as Is deemed fair and just to tender
for the Spanish propertles, requiring and
L ,illerlng no statement or calculation ss &
be'is. This will avold the danger of & loug
wrangle over complex statements of fAgires
and the Issue will be made with perfect
learness,

1t iz bolieved the Bpanish commissloners
finally will accept thle offer, though it Is
expected that onee the commission reuches
the point of naming sums of money and has
left behind it all of the irrelevant discus-
slon touching soverelgnly the Spanish com-
missloners may make apn effort to secure a
larger allowance than the president has
sanctioned. Judging, however, by the con-
fuct of the American commissloners up to
this point, there will be little latitude al-
lowed the Spaniards in this matter and it is
helieved that they have come to appreclate
the fact that the American proposition is
in the end just what it was at the beginning
and that American diplomacy Is stralght-
forward at all points,

JUNP INTO JAWS OF DEATH

Eleven Section Men Are Mowed Down by a
Passenger Train,
FOUR OTHERS ARE SERIOUSLY INJURED

fmoke and Fog Obscure Passing
Traina and In Getting Away
from One They Encounter
Another.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—In the gloom of
smoke, storm and fog that darkened the ralla
of the Pennsylvania rallroad this morning
botween Jersey City and Harrison a belated
suburban train dashed Into a gang of work-
nen, killlng eleven and injuring four, Five
others had demarkable escapes. All the
victims lived In Jersey City. They were:

The accident happened about two and a
half miles west of Jersey City, just beynnd
+ho Hackensack river bridge. At that polnt '
here are four tracks, two devoted to patarn-
rer and two to freight traffic, At the north
wre the shops and tracks of the Delaware,
‘ackawanna & Western rallroad.

Foreman Quirk took out a gang of nine-
‘een men at § a. m. to repair track No, 4, the
vesthound freight track, at that place, Quirk
aaw that the fog might mean danger, g0 he
wnt ahead two men, Lawlesas and Doherty,
‘0 give warning of approaching trains. Law-
less was to go west and Doherty east and
rover all the tracks. They were to shout
warnings at the approach of a traln.

Jumped Into Denth’s Traeck.

The passenger tracks were kept busy with
incoming suburban trains and the smoke
and steam from these trains belped to make
the atmosphers more dense. Suddenly
about §:30 there was a shout from Lawlesa,
who was the sadvance guard of the gang.
“Train on No. 3, he cried. It was an east-
bound freight train that came slong slowly,
leaving behind it a heavy pall of smoke.

The men, who wers scattered along the
track, jumped out of the way. Almost all
of them jumped over to track No, 1—the
eastbound passenger track. The  heavy
smoke enveloped them and the men, many
of them new hands on the road, shivered
with fright, for they could not see and
could scarcely hear the approaching trains
that followed the freight. Lawless bad |
Jumped across to track No, 1, keeping a
sbarp lookout.

Suddenly there was a rumble of wheeln
and the shriek of a whistle. The Milstone
tocal, delayell by fog, WiKcu ug &t
the rate of forty miles an hour. ‘awless
wids struck and thrown thirty feet away
mangled and bleeding. On went the train.
Engineer Van Nostrand had scarcely notiuxl

the engine struck Doherty, then it pioughed
into the maas of cowering men wuo stood
huddted together on the irack.

“It was an awful slght,” said tie engl-
neer later; “‘there was a mass Jf legs ani
arms and heads flylng througl thLe alr. 1
was drenched with bleod. I knew that
pomething terrible had happenedl n] put on
the air hrakea as hard as possible.

“When the train came to a standstill the

pasgengers rushed out., The track was
irenched In blood. The mealows and the |
rack looked llke a bhattlefield covered with |
bodies, The shricks of the dying drowned
the eries of the horrified passengers. Women |
{alnted and men turned away In horror,

“0f the nineteen men nine were dead and
glx wounded, Some one telephoned quickly
to Jerpey City. Some of Lo bodies, still
writhing io martal ageny, wer» placel on
the train and taken to the city. Two of the
vounded dled on the way. A rellef tialn
brought baok the others.'

His
only excuse for his act is that he was
drunk and did pot realize the danger of
indiscriminately uslog his gun. Scott will|
be brought before the district court at its
next sitting and sentenced.

As previously in-
dlcated the American commissloners will
not involve the United States in any oblign-
tion to the creditors of Spaln in any shape
or form. In other words, the Americans will
not guarantee any of the Bpanish bonds,
even though Spaln may have mortgaged aa
security the revenues of ‘territory to be
taken by the Unlted States.

As szl forth In  these dispatches the
Unlted States may now balance ils war
ledger, debiting to Spain the value of the
battleship Malne, the cost of the naval and
military operations, the losses incurred by
American commerce and the future penslon
roll, ete.,, while on the other side of the
sheet may be placed Spain's equities in the
Phillppines.

DISCONTENT IN SPANISH ARMY

Feelns it Conld Have Turned Tide of
War Had It Heen Given &
Chance,

LONDON, Nov. 18.—The Madrid corre-
spondent of the Standard, whose dispateh
is forwarded from the Spanish frontler,
says:

“The gtate of the army causes anxiety in
politieal and ofMelal circles, It I8 an open
secret that' ofMcers of all ranks and the
repatriated soldicrs are discontented, first
at the non-payment of arrears and then be-
cauge they are profoundly meortified at the
manner Iln which the war was eonducled,
which prevented the army from getilng a
murh deslred opportunity of coping with
the Americans, as they belleved the army
would bave turned the tide in Spain’s favor.

“Thus far the republicens have not at-
tempted to tamper with the loyalty of the
army, but the Carlists are positively try-
Ing to do ego In Catalonta and Valencia.
They annoince the Impending publication
of a mnnifesto, chiefly addressed to the ar-
tillery, declaring that Den Carlos no longer
considers himsell bound to show any con-
sideration for the present dynasty and gov-
ernment, whose shortcomings and errora
bhave involved the loss of both territory and
hnor,

“The Carliste’ threats are now so open
that all classes of newspapers denounce their
propaganda. The Madrid press sarcastically
advises the government not to allow Itseie
agaein Lo be painfully surprised by the Carl-
st rising, as it was by the Cuban and Phil-
Ippine rebellions,

"General Weyler Is regarded by Spanish
officers as the most powerful and popular
among them, He seems inclined to avold
political intrigues and even shows a dlspo-
gition to support Benor Sagasta and Lthe
queen regent. Nelther Marshal Campos nor
General Polaviejn enjoys equal prestige with
the army."

Will Rafse Three of the Veasels He
Sunk in Maniia Pay.
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—~The United
States navy will soon possess more than &
sprinkling of forelgn-bullt war ships. Ad-
miral Dewey has Informed the Navy de-
partment that he has contracted with a
Hong Kong firin of wreckers to ralse three
of the Fpanish war vessels sunk io the
battle of Manila last May day. The cost
of raising the ships and putting them in

thorough repalr will be $500,000,

The vensels to be ralsed are gunboals of
large type and In the opinfon of Chlef
Constructor Hichborn they will be the best
kind of craft for the protection’ of the
United States Interesta in the Philippines
and along the Aslatic const. They are the
sister ships 1sla de Cuba, Isla de Lugon and
Don Juan de Austria,

Besidea Lhese veseels there are already
ln the United 8tates navy the New Or=
leans, Albany, Topeka, Manley, B mers,
Alvarado, Leyte and Bandoval, all of for-
eign build, some captured and some purs
chased, during the last war.

The work of ralsing the three Spanish
vesgels in Manila bay is to be conducted
under the supervision of Noval Constructor
Capps, who, In conpection with apother of-
flcer, has been complimented in the fol-
lowing letter which Admiral Dewey has
tranamitted to the Navy department:
